Military Music — • • « And then the loud 
melody of martial music comes ringing through the air, 
a spirit-moving strain ! A march, a triumphal march, in 
all its cadences, all its burst of rich harmony ; talking of 
glory, of pomp — and lying while it talks!

to undertake ; and so spring up Military spectacle — 
Military finery — Military music! — The " Finery of War," 
from Shilling Mag.
